During the engagement a big Ger- 


man non-roinmissioned officer 
who 


directed the enemy party, stood on a 
parapet. He raised his arm to hurl 
a grenade at an American soldier, 
but he never threw 
it 
Another 


American ,who had come through a 
severe gas attack last Monday morn- 
nig, reached the German with his 
bajonet. 
The grenade fell from the 


dying German's hand and exploded 
harmlessly on the Parapet 


The gas bombardment that pre- 


ceded the infantry advance by the 
enemy began at 12:40 o'clock this 
morning. The Germans had brought 
up additional 8-inch projectors to re- 
place those that had been destroyed 
by the American guns Monday night 
and mustard, phosgene and chorline 
shells fell by the hundreds on the 
American positions. 
On one small 


area 300 of these arrived 
Many of 


the Americans, as a result began to 
show the effects of slight gasing and 
were harboring a large grude against 
the enemv on this account. 


When the gas shells- began to fall 


there was hardly any wind, making it 
certain that the fumes would remain 
in the localities where the Germans 
placed them, and the men in the 
American trenclies.hoped the enemy 
would follow up the shelling with an 
infantry attack 
TKe hopes of the re- 


sentful defenders were fully realized 
and the result completely satisfied 
the Americans fpr in one trench at 
daybreak this morning lav the nine 
dead Germans who perished in the 
bayonet attack, while to the 
east 


where the men in the trenches had 
gone to work witn their 
machine 


guns, the ground was dotted 
with 


gray clad bodies 
l^any of the ma- 


chine gunners, still wearing their gas 
masks stuck to their guns through- 
out the 
preliminary 
bombardment 


and when the> saw

forms of the Germans just outside the 
American wire they cut loose with 
their fire.

time in libraries rather than on the athletic field. 
1 cudgeled my brain that night for the answer when 
suddenly I hud an insp.ration. "My old friend 
Walter Camp kuous more about athletics than any- 
body else. I know, to my soriow, that he knows 
how to train men for athletic sports for I have 
lost several hats and other things betting against 
Yale; I will go to him for information." A long 
distance call secured me an appointment to see him 
at his office in New Haven. I found him with eyes 
as bright, shoulders as erect and body as alert as 
they have been these past tweny-five years. He is a 
living example of the advantages to be gained by 
rational exercise, properly directed. 


"Mr. Camp," I began, "I have to write a story 


upon the importance of athletics to the soldier boys 
and I have come to yon as a fountain head of all 
such information." 


"You don't want me to talk on the subject any 


more than I want to tell the American people about 
it, my heart is so full of it. It is so important and 
so few people appreciate its necessity. We need 
the co-operation of all the magazines and news- 
papers to help us whoop up athletic training. 


^ "War has changed. It is no longer a question 


of just being a gallant soldier, always marching 
with colors flying to the battle front to win a glori- 
ous victory or die for your country. Modernwarfare 
has made it one-quarter soldiering and three- 
quarters working. Trenches have to be dug, food 
and munitions transported, road beds made; there 
are an endless number.of absolutely essential tasks 
that require strong physical manhood. War is now 


• 
a survival of the fittest, ft is an endurance test, and 
the efficiency of any military establishment is in 
direct-ratio to the physical fitness of its individual 
units. , .The army whose men possess the greatest 
ability to withstand hardships and to endure, will 
be the victorious one. What we need now is men 
who are able to fight all day. Men who can pick 
up their equipment, run forward a couple of hun- 
dred yards and then b,e ready to fight again. 


"There are many reasons why athletic train- 


ing is important to the National Armv 


"IT 
INCREASES 
ITS 
RESISTENCE. 


More men die in the army from diseases than from 
enemy, bullets. The casnality reports of any bodv 
of troops will show this to be true. The man who 
is physically fit lias greater powers of resistance to 
disease. The lurking germs are thrown off by his 
vigorous system, as water is from a duck's back. 
whereas the man whose resistance is low, whose 
vitality is impaired, will be attacked by disease and 
will succumb to it. 


'REDUCES HIS DANGER IN COMBAT. 


It is a safe guard at the supreme moment of impact 
with the enemy. There has been much band to 
hand fighting in this war and there will be much 
more before it is finished. At such moments the 
properly trained athlete will have the edge. The 
soft handed, flabby muscled, untrained man who 
formerly shunned athletics, will find himself "IM- 
PAR ,€ONGRESSUS ACHILLE" (unequallv 
matched with Achilles.) For athletic training no't 
only strengthens his muscular power, increases his 
agility but brings about co-ordination between the 
mind and the body, that enables him to determine 
quickly his course and act upon it instantlv. The 
trained man will be more than a match for* his un- 


* trained adversary. 


"IT BUILDS UP HIS COURAGE. 
Cour- 


age largely is a matter of habit The boy who has 
faced "the foe" on the football field and in the 
basket ball court, where he risked his life and 
limbs for glory only, more readily faces the 
dangers of war. It lias been said that the English 
army is made on the cricket fields at Eton. This 
is true. Good soldiers arc strong soldiers, strong 
soldiers arc brave soldiers. You mfcy be sure that 
in all .charges on the battle field, the boy who is 
physically fit, properly trained and accustomed to 
take part in athletic contests will be in the fore- 
front . He will lead Use way. 


"IT CURES HOMESICKNESS. 
A large 


nmnher of the boys have, never before been far 
from Jiomc. 
They n* suddenly transported a 


thowfenft miles from all Uicir former friend'; and 
associates. They are among a world of strange 
peoples. Tlicir homesickness makes them dissatis- 
fied and discontented. Little as it may seem, this 
is a serious mctoarc to the discipline and training of 
the army. T!,c remedy? Give the boy something 
to do that he like£. Let him engage in some sport, 
take part in some fconlcsts, let the training of his 
body be along lines that will interest hiii.

Give him an 
opportunity to engage in sports, to take part in

Sunday rather than go to places of vice. Further- 
more, he knows that he must be moral if he desires 
to be at his best physically and therefore is unwill- 
ing to lessen his phances -of success by dissipation. 
In the football season we have very little trouble 
on this score with tl e candidates for positions on 
the team. Every boy hopes to make good. When 
it is explained to him that he cannot reach supreme 
physical excellence if he is immoral, you won't 
need to tell him that he 'mustn't'. It won't be nee-

need the active man, the well-balanced man, physic- 
ally. We want to develop his undeveloped muscles, 
to increase his weight, to build up his endurance 
and strengthen his heart. We want suppleness, 
chest expansion, resistive force and these do not 
come from great bulging knots of muscles nor from 
the ability to do extraordinary feats of strength. 
The hoy is not capable of selecting his course of 
training. Each one must be assigned to such ex- 
ercise as is suited to him individually.

"IT QUICKENS HIS TRAINING. 
It is 


urgently important that our soldiers get to France 
as soon as possible. They are needed now. Ath- 
letics will accomplish this. Their physical condi- 
tion is improved more rapidly, their hardening for 
the strenuous life ahead is 4ess difficult, and their 
learning of discipline is quicker as a result of this 
athletic training. Recognized military authorities 
say that the trained athlete will be prepared for 
service several months earlier than the boy who 
takes no active interest in sports. 


"IT DEVELOPS ALL THE MEN. 
Prop- 


erly directed athletics wilLdevelop all of the men 
rather than making physical giants of the few. It 
isn't like the selection of a football team. We are 
not trying to pick a team oat of a squad of two- 
hundred men, but to build them ALL up so that we 
may get at least one-hundred seventy-five able 
bodied men oat of the two-hundred. It i* not a 
question of selecting only the best men physically 
for the war, but improving the man power and 
vitality of all so as to render a larger number suit- 
able for^ sen-ice and to increase the military value 
of each individii.il man. To do Uiis it is necessary 
flint the proper .scientific methods be utilized.
